ment. Strangers, upon first seeing It, 
stop In admiration of Its magnlfioent 
’ vistas, and no other asset In the whole 
town is capable of exercising such a 
powerful Influence to Induce su-angera 
to locate here. 

Following an unwritten law all resi¬ 
dents to the vicinity of the park, have 
built their tasty dwellings back from 
the curb line and have added to the 
attractiveness of the looallty by careful 
attention to their lawns and ornamental 
shrubbery. The “ Green ” Itself has 
been considered too sacred to profane 
by horse’s hoof, and lte whole surface 
le laboriously eat by hand-mower at 
public expense. 

The Governor of our State recently 
publicly protested against the vile 
praotloe of disfiguring our lines of 
travel by signboards and painted 
annoonoemente on rooks and fenoea. 
Hundreds of editorials hare been writ¬ 
ten also protesting against this same 
abuse. Every lover of tbe esthetic, 
every citizen of Bloomfield who prides 
himself upon the be&utycof our Incom¬ 
parable park, le shocked with disgust at 
the erection of a blatant signboard oo 
tbe corner formerly occupied by tbe 
old library building. Tbe grounds are 
also entirely neglected, and weeds are 
allowed to grow two or three feet high 
on both sides ot tbe walk. 

While possibly there may be no law 
to prevent this disgrace, tbe few dollars 
rental paid for tbe privilege of erecting 
this sign does not compensate for tbs 
ebook to all persons of taste, who 
universally condemn this impudent 
Intrusion, not only oo aooount of Its 
offence to good taste, but also because 
It Is already becoming a nuisance for 
another reason. It Is hoped that tbe 
Board of Trade and Olvlo Uolon can 
take some action whereby this objec¬ 
tionable sign will be removed.

■ere About Mr ttreoa’a Report. 

Councilman Green again made a de¬ 
plorable exhibition ot himself at the 
Town OouooU meeting on Monday night, 
wboo ha permitted 1H tamper to get the 
better of judgment and Indulged In some 
■tore personalities of a kind not becom¬ 
ing In a pubUe oifioiaJ. Mr. Green again 
Brought up the subjeet of bis queer 
water department report, which, eo far 
as it Is made to show e large profit to 
the water department, le generally dis- 
eeudltad. Mr. Green submitted affida¬ 
vits from Tax Collector Freak Foetar 
sod Town Treasurer Harry L. Osborne 
certifying that the statistics appearing 
is the report were oorrect copiee of the 
records. 

The submission of the affidavits was 
a superfluous piece of work and of 00 
importance whatever, for no one ever 
questioned tbe correctness of the figures. 
The point at Issue Is Mr. Green’s manipu¬ 
lation of the statistics wltb a view to 
making It appear that tbe water depart¬ 
ment le making a large profit. 

Oounotlman Murray has time and again 
riddled Mr. Green’s figures, and demon¬ 
strated that If the water department 
was obliged to reimburse tbe town 
treasury for money sdvsnoed to It, there 
would be no profit at all. Mr. Murray 
aald Monday night that In so far as Mr. 
Green’s report purported to be an ab¬ 
stract from the town records be did not 
qoeetloo Its correctness, and bad no ob¬ 
jection to raise against the filing of the 
report; but, aald Mr. Murray, If tbe 
purpose ot tbe report is to make It ap¬ 
pear that there Is a surplus In the water 
department available for expenditures 
In the extension of wrter mains, I do 
object decidedly to the filing of the 
report. 

Mr. Murray's Impreselon Is (and many 
others are of tbe same mind) that Mr. 
Green la trying to evade and get around 
the law limiting expenditures for water 
main construction. Tbe law provides 
that the Couoell san Issue bonds to tbe 
amount of $5,000 annually for tbe ex¬ 
tension of water

The Every Day Bargain 


Alumni Cooking Ware. 

Bloomfield, Aug. 17, 1906. 
To the Ladies of Bloomfield : 

This Is to certify that we have wit¬ 
nessed tbe following thorough and 
satisfactory test of aluminum cooking 
utensils. First, a cup of rice and a 
pint of water ware placed In 'she 
aluminum utensil and boiled to dryness 
without sticking. ' Second, an equal 
amount of canned tomatoes was plaoed 
In the aluminum utensil and In an agate 
pan. They were placed over an equal 
amount of beat aad allowed to cook 
without stirring. Tbe tomatoes In tbe 
agate pan stuck aad burned all over tbe 
bottom long before tbe tomqtoee In the 
aluminum kettle showed soy eigne of 
sticking. Then the heat was continued 
under the aluminum kettle until tbe 
tomatoes were buraed to a black charred 
mass. Third, boiling water was poured 
Id tbe kettle and the same cleaned In 
less than two minutes. Fourth, an 
empty tea kettle was plaoed on tbe 
stove and allowed to become very hpt; 
cold water was thrown Into the kettle 
without aoy damage to It.

wants to expend nearly three times that 
sum, and by a vote of five to three mo¬ 
tions have been put through the Town 
Council that will assist In evading the 
instructions ot the law. 

One of the most dangerous ot these 
motions was to tbe effect that the profits 
of the water department be used In 
water main extension, In addition to tbe 
amount realized from bonds. This mo¬ 
tion opened the way for juggling water 
department statistics that will show any 
amount of profit that a clique or ring 
interested in a big pipe job waoted to 
show. 

Messrs. Murray, Davis and Farrand j 
fought obstinately against the adoption 
of suoh a scandalous piece of legisla¬ 
tion, but arguments and appeals to rea¬ 
son were of no avail. Mr. Green simply 
answered theca with bis four votes. 

The result of the dangerous motion la 
apparent to the prompt production of a 
report manipulated in a way to deoelve 
the people Into believing that th<> water 
department has made a profit ot about 
•6,000. This, added to the $6,000 to be 
raised by bonds, will give $13,000, and 
that Is tbe sum It Is proposed to expend 
tn water main ooostruoUoo. 

It Is useless for Messrs. Murray, Far¬ 
rand and Davla to waste aoy more time 
lo trying to convince their colleagues 
That tbe whole proceeding being engi¬ 
neered by Mr. Green Is Uleg%| and scan¬ 
dalous and making the Councilman 
liable to Indiotmeot.
